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Continuation of 3 and 1 1 . The application is not in condition for allowance by simply cancelling claim 22 and incorporating it into 
independent claim 21. As indicated in the before, Masseroni teaches a RLC/MAC data block is identified to the TBF to which is associated 
through its own field where the identifier TFI is written. So, if one is comparing TBFs, they are essentially comparing the RLC/MAC blocks 
as disclosed in Masseroni. In addition, Tolli discloses monitoring (i.e. evaluating) the average experienced delay of the NRT users as well 
as the number of TBF users (i.e. multiuser operation). The experienced delay of the NRT users is caused by the multiuser operation or 
many mobile stations using the system. With regard to the arguments pertaining to the dependent claims,The examiner has addressed in 
detail the arguments the applicants have revisited again in this communication and the examiner is not persuaded by these previously 
presented arguments.
